Jupiter holds a Scepter 
and a Victory, and Minerva has a Spear, 
Here is alſo a Picture of Leoſthenes and 
his Children, painted by Arceſilas of 
Paros. Here is alſo a long Portico, 
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Of the Territories 


behind which are the Statues of Jopitet 
and the People of Athens, by Leocharis. 
Near the Sea there is a Temple of Venus, 
and one of Diana at Munichia, with 
another of Ceres, in Phalerus, of Mi- 
nerva Sciradis, and of Jupiter. There 
are Altars alſo of unknown Gods, of 


Heroes, and the Sons of Theſeus, and 


of Phalerus, and of Androgeus the Son 
of Minos. At Colias there is a Statue 
of Venus Coliade, and of the Goddeſſes, 
called the Genetylides: and a Temple 
of Juno, without either roof or gate; 
however, there is a Statue in it, ſaid to 
be by Alcamenes, a diſciple of Phidias.

Near the City is the Tomb. of the 
Amazon Antiope, and alſo that of Mol- 
padia, with that of Menander, and a

At the entrance of\the City there is an 
Edifice, in which they make their pre- 
parations for the Pomp in their Pro- 
ceſſions and Feaſts, Next is the Temple 
of Ceres, where there are three Statues, 
the one of the Goddeſs, and the other 
of her Daughter, and a third of Bacchus, 
with a torch in his hand, which are 
likewiſe by Praxiteles. Near to theſe 
is a Neptune on horſeback, ſtriking the 
Giant Polybotes with a Spear. From 
the Gate, to the Ceramicus, there are 
ſeveral Porticos, the. fronts of which 
are adorned with braſs figures of the 
moſt celebrated perſonages, of both 
Sexes; and they are regularly ranged 
before the Porticos. One of theſe Por- 
ticos belongs to a Chapel of the Gods, 
to a Gymnaſium of Mercury, and to a

Nx AR the Portico called Pœcile, 
from the variety of Paintings upon its

One of the Pictures, in the Pœcile, re- 
preſents the battle at Oene, againſt the 
Lacedemonians; and the ſubject of the 
next is the battle of the Athenians, 
commanded by Theſeus, againſt the 
Amazons.

And the next is an Aſſem- 
blage of the Kings in Council, upon 
the impious rape committted by Ajax 
upon Caſſandra, Ajax is there repre- 
ſented with Caſſandra, and a band of 
Captive Women, In the laſt Picture 
are drawn thoſe that fought againſt the

moſt celebrated Athenian and Platæan

Jaſon to Colchos, are by Micon, who

Book I, from Crete, and dedicated by-Phedra ; 
aud the third, which is the moſt an- 


cient, came from Delos with Eryſich- 
thon. The Temple of Jupiter Olym- 
pius was dedicated, by the Emperor 
Adrian, with the Statue of that Deity, 
nat inferior in bigneſs to a Roman or a 
Rhodian Coloſſus. There are many 
other Statues alſo in ivory and gold, 
which are remarkable for their exe- 
cution and their extraordinary ſize. 
There are two Statues of Adrian of 
Thaſian, and two of Egyptian marble. 
In the front of the Columns there are 
braſs Statues of Adrian, one of each 
being ſent by thoſe Towns, which are 
called Adrian's Colonies ; but the Athe- 
pians ſurpaſſed them all, by erecting a 
Coloflus to him. There is alſo a braſs 
Statue of Jupiter. The circumference 
of the Temple is above half a mile, 
and yet every part of it is full of Statues;

his Edifices is ſupported by a hundred 
and twenty pillars of Phrygian marble, 
with a Portico of the ſame: the ceilings 
are of Alabaſter enriched with gold; 


and the fides are as compleatly finiſhed,

fium, ſupported by an hundred pillars

Near to which 
there is a Temple of Diana the 
Huntreſs; ſhe is repreſented in her 
Statues with a bow, Here is a Stadium 
of marble, of ſuch a magnitude and 
dimenſion, as is ſcarce credible ; it has 
a double wall, and was built by Herodes 
Atticus, in the reign of Adrian, in 
which work he took a vaſt quantity of 
marble from the Pentelican Quarries, 


CHAP. XX. 


THERE are a great number of braſs 
Tripods in ſeveral of the Temples, be- 
ſides many curious Pieces by the moſt 
celebrated Artiſts; among which is the 
Satyr 


of ATHENS, » 16 
Satyr of Praxiteles, with the Cupid Bock I. 
which he gave to Phryne, which he * 
looked upon to be moſt excellent of al! 
his works. In the next Temple there 
is a young Satyr preſenting a cup to 
Bacchus, and both are by Thymilus. 

There is alſo a very ancient Temple 

of Bacchus, with two Statues, one of 
which is called Bacchus Eleutherius, 
and the other, Which is made of ivory 
and gold, is by Alcamenes. There 
are alſo ſome Pictures, viz. that of 
Bacchus carrying Vulcan back to 
Heaven; and that of the puniſhment 
of Pentheus and Lycurgus for their 
inſolence to Bacchus; the third is that 
of Theſeus leaving Ariadne; and the 
fourth is her deliverance by Bacchus.

In the Temple of Polias there is a 
Mercury in wood, ſaid to have been 


the gift of Cecrops; and a folding Chair, 


made by Dædalus, beſides ſome ſpoils 
taken from the Perſians, as the breaſt- 
plate of Marſiſtius, &c.. There is the 
Statue of an old woman, about a cubit 


high; and two large figures in braſs, in 


a fighting poſture, ſuppoſed to repreſent 
Erechtheus and Immaradus the ſon of 
Eumolpus. Upon the baſe of the Sta- 
tues there is the figure of Tolmides, 


and 
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and thoſe of the Miniſters of the Oracle, 
TY Thers are other ancient Statues of 
Minerva, entire indeed, but very much 
diſcoloured by ſmoke, and too weak to 
bear a blow; which was owing to the 
flames, when Xerxes ſet fire to the 
city. There is alſo the repreſentation 
of a Boar-hunting, and a combat be- 
tween Hercules and Cycnus, with an- 
other of Theſeus, when he was but 
ſeven years old, going to aſſault the 
Lion's ſkin belonging to Hercules, 
miſtaking it for the Lion itſelf. He 


is alſo raiſing a vaſt ſtone, in order to 


come at his father Egeus's ſword; and 
all which, except the repreſentation 


of the tone, is wrought in braſs, and 


ſtands in the Acropolis. He is alſo re- 
preſented driving a monſtrous bull into 
the Acropolis, and ſacrifcing it to 


Minerya.

AND this piece was dedicated by 
the people of Marathon. There is a 
Statue of the Tyrant Cylon in braſs ; 


and one likewiſe of Minerva, by Phi- 


dias, made from the tenth of the ſpoils 
taken at the battle of Marathon ; the 
ſhield of which was engraved by Mys, 
with the repreſentation of the fight 
between the Lapithæ and the Centaurs, 
which, with other ornamental parts by 
the ſame hand, were painted upon by 
Parrhaſius: the figure is of ſo great a 
height, that the top of the ſpear, and 
that of the creſt, may be ſeen from 
Sunium. From the tenth of the ſpoils 
of the Bœotians, and of the people of 


Chalcis, they made a Chariot of braſs. 


There is alſo a Statue of Pericles, and 
one of the Lemnian Minerva, which 
laſt is thought to be one of the beſt of 
- Phidias's 
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Book I. Phidias's works. There is a Temple 


of Pan and Apollo; and one likewiſe 
of the Erinnys, in which there are 
the Statues of the infernal Deities, viz. 
of Pluto, Mercury, and the Earth. 
Near to which there is a Monument 
of Oedipus.

in braſs, and two Statues of Neptune,

. repreſentation of the Sea in braſs. 


There are alſo four gilt Horſes, in every 
part, except the hoofs, and they are 
of ivory. And there are alſo two 
Tritons gilt as far as the loins, and 


the reſt is of ivory. Neptune and Am- 


phitrite are ſtanding in a Chariot; and 
the Boy Palæmon ſtands upright upon 
a Dolphin: and theſe alſo are adorned 
with ivory and gold. In the middle 
of the baſe, which ſupports the Chariot, 
Venus is repreſented riſing out of the 
ſea; and on each ſide of her are the 
Nereids.

upon the top of which there is the 
image of a Cuckow. They tell us, that 
formerly there was the Statue of Hebe, 
near to that of the Goddeſs, which was 
made of gold and ivory by Naucydes. 
There is alſo upon a column an ancient 
figure of Juno; but the moſt ancient 0 
of all is of wild pear- tree; it is in a ſit- 
ting poſture, and of a moderate ſize.

2 each ſoot | 
of the throne i there are two others alſo 
affixed near che ſandals of the God: and 
near to the foremoſt feet of the throne 
are repreſented Theban infants torn 
away by Sphinxes; under which are 
Apollo and Diana ſhooting the children 
of Niobe. The feet of the throne are 
connected by .fout fillets; 4 in that which 
is in front there are ſeven ſtatues, the 
eighth being loſt, no body knows how. 
They repreſent the ancient Gymnaſtic 
exorciſes; anil the figure whoſe head is 
encircled with a wreath, by the beauty 
of his'petfon, is thought to be Pantarces 
the favourite of Phidias, and who gained 
the victory among the youths in tho 
Olympic games. The reſt of the fillets 
are adorned with the images of tlioſe 
heroes that accompanied Hercules in his 
expedition againſt the Amazons; the 
number of his companions is twenty 
nine; among which Theſens, is very

the Statue, Phidias has made three

ſplendid woollen veil, of Aſſyrian texture 
and Phcenician purple, which was a pre- 


ſent from king Antiochus. Among the 


gifts which are within or without the 
Temple, there is the Throne of Arimnus 


king of Hetruria, who was the firſt fo- 
reigner that ſent an offering tothe Olym- 
pic Jupiter: the horſes in braſs, which 
were preſented by Ciniſca in memory of 
an Olympic victory, are ſomething leſs 
than the life. There is alſo the braſs 
Tripos, upon which the crowns were 
placed for the victors, before that a table 
was made for that purpoſe. The cities 
"of Achaia dedicated a Statue of Parian

honour of Trajan, who adorned the city 
with a magnificent Amphitheatre, and a 


Hippodrome no leſs than a quarter of a 
mile in length: he erected a ſplendid 


Forum, whoſe ceiling is adorned with 


braſs ; and among its eurioſities there is 
a Statue of Auguſtus Cæſar in amber, and 


one of Nicomedes king of Bithynia in 


ivory. In the Temple there are ſeveral 
Crowns which were given by Nero; the 
third of which inatates the olive, and the 
fourth imitates the oak. There are alſo 
twenty-five braſs Shields, which thoſe 
who run armed at the Olympic Games 
are obliged to carry : among the great 
number of pillars which are in that 
Temple, there is one, upon which is en- 
graven the alliance between the Athe- 
nians, the Argives, the Mantineans, and 
the Eleans, for a hundred years.

The five Heſ- 
perides are the work of Theocles : but 
the Minerva which is armed with a 
helmet, ſhield, and ſpear, was made by 
Medon. Over-againſt theſe are the Sta- 
tues of Ceres and Proſerpine, Apollo 5 
and Diana, in a ſitting poſture. There 
are alſo the Statues of Latona, Fortune, 
Bacchus, and Victory with wings, all of 
which appear to be very old: however 
they are all made of ivory and gold: 
but of the later ages there is a marble 
Mercury carrying an infant Bacchus, by 
Praxiteles; and a Venus in braſs by 
Cleon the Sicyonian; ſhe has a naked 
boy at her feet, which is gilt with gold, 
and was made by Boethus a Carthaginian. 
There is a Statue alſo of Eurydice, the 
daughter of Philippus, of ivory and gold:

and likewiſe a curious cedar cheſt, in 


which the Corinthian tyrant Cypſelus, 
when he was an infant, was concealed by 
his mother: the outſide of the cheſt is 


enriched with animals, ſome of which 


are cutin cedar, others in ivory, and ſome 
alſo are wrought in gold. If you begin 
to make your obſervations from the lower 
part of the cheſt, you will ſee Oenomaus 
purſue Pelops and Hippodamia : each of 
their chariots are with two horſes; but 
thoſe of Pelops are repreſented with 


wings. The next thing to be obſerved 


is the palace of Amphlaraus, before 


which there is an old woman carrying 


the infant Amphilochusin her arms; and

His complexion is be- 
tween black and blue, like the flies 
which are ſeen upon fleſh : he ſhews 
his teeth, and fits upon the- ſkin of a 
vulture. And the next figures are thoſe 
of Auge and Iphimedia.
